Bat nriminality is another matter. 


That does not come from a morbid so- 
cial spirit. Is has become a real organ- 
ized industry, carried on by concerns 
with rules, regulations and authority. 
Recent crimes in Paris, which may rank 
among the celebrated cases, show this 
statement to bd a fact Among such 
srimea are the murder of the Baroness 
de Valley and the recent murder in the 
Rue Fontaine. 


The prefecture of poiice, as well as 


the department of general safety, the 
detective service, recognize these gangs. 
But as the two departments are tbe 
most jealous of rivals, they watch the 
gangs only for their personal edification 
and to maintain their reciprocal pre- 
ponderance of power. 


Suppose a crime to have been 'Com- 


mitted. If a clew is found by the agents 
of the police, it is almost always the 
case that the difficulties to be surmount- 
ed by them will not be lightened by any 
act of the agents of the general safety 
department. Under such conditions, on 
one side and the other, they know of 
the gangs, thG "lay" 
of each, but no 


one goes to tbe police; each makes ready 
to gain the glory of discovering a crime 
after it has been committed and of 
catching the criminals. 


IB is because of this state of facts that- 


one can say that the Baroness de Valley 
was murdered, thanks to the negligence 
of the police. 


The Baroness de Valley was the widow 


of an old functionary of the empire and 
had been of remarkable beauty. Scandal 
says that she profited by her beauty. 
For instance, at Wiesbaden, in 1870, 
she would have been expelled for her 
utterances against Prussia, "except for 
the intervention of a very august per- 
sonage whom in her youth the baroness 
had known and loved.'' Thus she lived 
an exciting life, but even in olfl age 
was fiery and passionate, though her 
beauty had long since gone. One of her 
proteges was a lad named Lagony, who 
was a member of an organized gang of 
criminals. 


Except in the crimes caused by pas- 


sion, criminals nowadays are all ex- 
tremely young. Many are from 15 to 16 
years of age when they join the gang 
and begin *-> "work," as they express 
it. Between the ages of 16 and 21 one 
commits burglaries and kills. After

Owing to its enormous buttresses 
he trunk cannot bo cut near tho 
round, so the axrnen are obliged fo 
ig up a platform 10, 15, t-0 or as 
many feet high as the buttress ex- 
ends. These platforms are called 
barbecues." though how that word 
pplies nobod;f but an Englishman 
vho prides himself on correct use of 
he language can say. The "barbo- 
ue" is made of slim poles, one on 
ach side of the troo, on supports, 
ad two other polos laid across thorn; 
Iso one on each side of the tree, 
"he axmen mount this platijorru, 
with one foot on each polo, two'men 
o a tree, on opposite sides, and rap- 
dly fell tho trao. It is a marvel how 
men can stand on these slender poles 


nil chop down enormous trees, but 
hey do it. and quickly too. Iu an 
ncrcdibly short time the stately 
monarch of centuries totters aad 
'alls, crashing its way through the 
crowd of smaller trees. The trunks 
and branches are then squared and 
are ready for transportation. 


In felling a valuable tree every 


precaution is taken against breaking 
or splitting it and thus spoiling the 
umber. This manner of cutting on 
a platform seems very wasteful, as 
it leaves in the stump an average of 
400 feet of the best part of the tree, 
o far as beauty of grain is oou- 
:erned—to

nothing of 
the 


gnarled aud twisted roots, which 
bear the same proportionate addi- 
tional value that our walnut roots do 
to the rest of the tree, but no better 
•way has yet been devised. Tbroo 
bundred trees are considered a good 
season's work for one camp, each, 
tree yielding 2,000 feet of timber on 
a modest estimate of tha average. 


When the morning's stint is com- 


pleted, the men aro free the rest of 
the day to hunt, fisb, sleep or gam- 
ble, to search on their own account 
for india rubber, sarsapariila and 
other marketable products of the 
woods, or to make canoes, paddles, 
bowls, etc., 
from the mahogany 


stumps for their own use or to sell 
when they return to the haunts of 
man. The logs are hauled to tho 
camp at night, so as to avoid the in- 
tense heat of tho day. Where the 
place is not too remote, oxen do this 
part of the work.—Honduras Letter.

The little birds—the wood- 
peckers and the -warblers, the spar- 
rows and the sapsuckers—peeped 
lender and more frequntly than be- 
fore, showing agitation over the 
yonng crow's cries.

•wanted venison more than he feared 
the game constable-went deer crust-

•where the snow was five feet deep.

Tobacco and Stcdy. 


Certain American 
universities 


have entered on a campaign against 
tobacco as being injurious not only 
to the physical health, but to the in- 
tellectual development of students. 
In 1S91 the official physician cf Tale 
published the results uf observations 
made on the undergraduates of that 
university. In a class of 147 students 
he found that m four years 77 who 
did not use tobacco surpassed the 70 
who did use it to the extent of 10.4 
per cent in increase of weight, 24 per 
cent in increase of height and 26.7 
per cent in increase of chest girth. 
The most marked difference was, 
however, in point of lung capacity, 
the abstainers showing an average 
gain of 77.5 per cent more than 
smokers or chewers. As regards the 
effects of tobacco on the intellectual 
powers, Professor Fisk found, on di- 
viding a class at Yale into four sec- 
tions representing different degrees 
of proficiency, the highest section 
was composed almost entirely of 
nonsmokers. As is pointed out by 
The British Medical Journal, how- 
ever, there may be some confusion 
here between cause and effect- Be- 
sides the question oc intellectual ca- 
pacity another factor has to be tak- 
en into account. As a general rule 
students who do not smoke are more 
industrious tban those who do. It is 
not necessarily, however, because 
they do not smoke that they work 
harder. It is rather because they are 
industrious that they do not smoke 
Dr. Johnson snid that tobacco was 
conducive to laziness because it gave 
a man the feeling that he was doing 
something when he was doing noth- 
ing.—Buffalo Commercial. 


The Choue Tree. 


Chone is the name given by the 


Kanakas to a tree which flourishes 
in New Caledonia. 
It reaches a 


"height of 40 feet and puts forth 
beautiful white flowers, having a 
perfume like that of jasmine. The 
chone is the Cerbera manghas of the 
botanist and belongs to the family 
of the apocynaceffi. 
It yields a 


milky juice, like tbe india rubber 
tree, which, when evaporated, leaves 
a black gum that softens in boiling 
water like gutta percha. It ib im- 
permeable, like gutta percha, but 
has the advantage of dissolving in 
petroleum. The solution painted or 
floated on wood and evaporated 
leaves a thin layer of the gum, im- 
pervious to water. Leather impreg- 
nated with the gum can remain in 
water for hours without becoming, 
moist. Moreover, according to Dr. 
Prat-Flottes, a FreLch naval sur- 
geon, it makes an excellent water- 
proof varnish for boots when it is 
dissolved in essence of turpentine. 
—'New York Ledger.

CONFERENCE OF BISHOPS. 


Afcont 250 Protestant Episcopal Bishops 


Will Attend tho Great Meeting. 


The conference of bishops which has 


been summoned by the archbishop of 
Canterbury to meet at Laiubetb, Eng- 
land, iu July, ISO", will bring tORftlit-r 
about 250 bishops, including those of 
America connected with the Anglican 
communion. The conference is iu nil ( 
practical rc.'pprts a repetition of the j 
pan-Anglicim syuod hold some years 
ago. The pvopramme already issued is 
largely of clerical interest only. Out- 
side of questions ?neh as the study of 
canon law there arc matters of general 
interest under t lit headings of "Indus- 
trial Problems" and "International Ar- 
bitration. " 


The conference is to be marked by 


complete freedom and equality of speech 
and vote. "This great body of English 
speaking bishops," says a prominent 
church paper, "\vill have one whole- 
some effect. It will assist the ordinary 
Englishman to grasp the essentially 
spiritual character of the episcopate. 
He will see that a bishop need not nec- 
essarily or r veu ordinarily be a lord of 
parliament and live iu a palace. "

Tobacco and Study. 


Certain 
American 
universities 


have entered on a campaign against 
tobacco as being injurious not only 
to the physical health, but to the in- 
tellectual development of students^ 
In 1891 the official physician of Yale 
published the results of observations 
made on the undergraduates of that 
university. In a class of 147 students 
he found that in four years 77 who 
did not use tobacco surpassed tbe 70 
who did use it to the extent of 10.4 
per cent in increase of weight, 24 per 
cent in increase of height and 26.7 
per cent in increase of chest girth. 
The most marked difference" was, 
however, in point of lung capacity, 
the abstainers showing an average 
gain of 77. a per cent more than 
smokers or chewers. As regards the 
effects of tobacco on the intellectual 
powers, Professor Fisk found, on di- 
viding a class at Yale into four sec- 
tions representing different degrees 
of proficiency, the highest section 
was composed almost entirely of 
nonsmokers. As is pointed out by 
The British Medical Journal, bow- 
ever, there may be some confusion 
here between cause and effect- Be- 
sides the question oc intellectual ca- 
pacity another factor has to be tak- 
en into account. As a general rule 
students who do not smoke are more 
industrious than those who do. It is 
not necessarily, however, because 
they do not smoke that they work 
harder. It is rather because they are 


iLat they uo not smoke.

The Cbone Tree. 


Ghone ia the name given by the 


Kanakas to a tree which flourishes 
in New Caledonia. 
It reaches a 


"height of 40 feefc and puts forth 
beautiful white flowers, having a 
perfume like that of jasmine. The 
ohone is the Cerbera manghas of the 
botanist and belongs to the family 
of the apocynaceaa. 
It yields a 


milky juico, like 'the india rubber 
tree, which, when evaporated, leaves 
a black gum that softens in boiling 
water like gntta percha. It is im- 
permeable, like gutta peroha, but 
has the advantage of dissolving in 
petroleum. The solution painted or 
floated on wood and evaporated 
leaves a thin layer of the gum, im- 
pervious to water. Leather impreg- 
nated with the gum can remain in 
water for hours without becoming^ 
moist. Moreover, according to Dr. 
Prat-Flottes, a French naval sur- 
geon, it makes an excellent water- 
proof varnish for boots when it is 
dissolved in essence of turpentine, 
— New York Ledger.

The target itself was placed only 25

In order to makc- 
the old Oriper invulnerable a sheer of 
boiler plates three inches thick was riv- 
eted to the water logg-.-d hnll, in dim-t 
range with tbe course the ball was ex- 
pected to take if not de-fleered by the 
water. On all of these—tbe oaken tar- 
get, the hoiler plates and the old vess'-l 
hull—the effect cf the shot from the 
submerged gun was really startling. 
The wooden target was pit-reed through 
and through, the boiler iron target was

A thrilling race between two engines- 
as nui ou tho Louisville and .Nashville 


railroad betv.'een Kentucky street, just 
ont of Union station, Louisville, and 
South Park, sis roilos oat, the other 
afternoon. A yard engine stacning at a 
coal bin and unmanned at the time. sud- 
denly set itfelt in motion, and, tutoring 
the soath mail! track by means of a 
safety "splr'1 switch, was soon pursuing 
the fast passenger traiu at 45 miles aii 
hour. 


The crew of another yard engine a* 


quickly as possible got on the north 
main track aurl started in pursuit. The 
line is double tracked for 18 miles to 
Shepherdsrille, and as the runaway had 
by this time a mile start it was feared 
it would get on the single track before 
the steam gave out. 


Fortunately the block system is used, 


and both engines were giveii a clear 
block, and all automatic crossing gates 
•were closed. The pursuing engine at- 
tained a speed of 60 miles an hour while 
yet in the city limits — a terrific pace for 
a shunting engine — and the men coald 
barely hold on. Nearer and nearer they 
came to the swaying runaway, and at 
South Park, six miles out, the engines 
•were "neck and neck," then running 
40 miles an hour. Engineer Patrick 
Mnrphy got on the tender of the pur- 
suing engine, and when a stretch of 
straight track was reached rnude a dar- 
ing jump to the tender of the runaway, 
The leap was a good one, and in a sec- 
ond he wus on his feec again. In two 
minutes the runaway had been brought 
to a standstill A defective throttle wus 
the cause.
